Tae PLaNets:—Mercury is a morning star, 
rising two hours before the Sun at the } beginning 
of the month. He will be easily visible to the 
naked eye between 6.30 and 7.30 a.m. Venus 
is an evening star, not yet very well placed for 
observation. She sets at 6.20 pn. on the 1st, 
and 7.43 p.m. off the 30th.. She moves from 
Sagittarius, into Capricornus during December 
She is best) observed in daylight, between 2 ana 
5 p.m., when she is near the meridian. An 
equatorially mounied telescope will find her 
with ease, but she may be located with th: 
naked eye by persons with good sight. Her 

phase is gibbous, and her disc still small. 

Mars is in Capricornus about an hour ahead 
of Venus, in the first week of December. He 
does not set till about 8 p.m., and may be seen 
low in the 8.W. as soon as twilight is gone. 
He is no use as a telescopic object at present. 
Venus is gradually overtaking him, and there 
will be a conjunction ‘of the two planets early 
in the new year. Jupiter now rises before 
midnight, and by the end of the month soon 
after 10 p.m. Attention is called to the 
occultations of his third satellite on the 23rd 
and 5let. As these occur near the quadrature 
of the planet, and at his defective limb, a 
narrow etrip of Jupiter's dark hemisphere may 
be seen projected upon the disc of the satellite 
for a few minutes.

‘The body he had 
in view, more than any other, he was convinced, 
would ‘contribute to the satisfactory working ol 
the bill. In this way they would also secure a 
real legislative body that would accomplish 
something and assist materially in bringing the 
two parties together. 

Viscount Midicton supported the amendment, 
and said that in his opinion nothing was more 
likely to lead to some egreement than the pro- 
posal of the noble lord. 
| The Lord Chancellor said that the amendment 
meant that the Irish Senate would take the 
i place of the Council of Ircland.

| LEGISLATIVE POWERS. 


On Clause 5, which sets out the legislative 
powers reserved to the Imperial Parliament, 

The Earl of Selborne moved the omission of 
the clause in order to insert a new clause 
specifically enumerating the subjects on which 
the Irish Parliaments should be enabled to legis- 
He said that he was opposed to the grant- 
ing of general powers, with specific reservations 
to the Imperial Pariiament. He thought that 
the Government had proceeded on wrong lines. 

The Larl of Crawford admitted that if this 
was to be regarded merely as a gas-and-water 
bill the powers to be conferred on the Irish 
Parliaments should be enumerated. But in a 
large and generous scheme of autonomy the 
besi way was to proceed by enumerating the 
exceptions. The question of whether to pro- 
ceed by reservation or enumeration had been 
very carefully considered. 

The amendment was withdrawn, and Clause 5

Ireland, and, if passed 
by both those Houses, should on receiving the 
Roval assent, have effect as identical Acts passed 
by the Parliaments of Southern and Northern 
Ireland. 

The Lord Chancellor said that the Council of 
Ireland was an essential part of the scheme. 
This had been swept away, and when a joint 
Senate had been eubstituted, the lamentable 
smendment moved by Lord Shandon illustrated 
| the recklessness with which the new proposal 

had been made, The substitution of the Irish 
| Senate for the Irish Council was a deep blow, 

which he did not. know the bill weuld survive.

INDIVIDUAL LIBERTY. 

Referring to the riots in Belfast, his lordship 
said that riots were not a new thing in the city, 
but, in looking over the enormous number of 
depasitions, all he could say was, the pity of it 
that such a thing should happen ; and the injury 
of it to the economic position of the city, and 
the injury—the much more serious injury—it 
was to the reputation of Belfast. For the re- 
putation which the city would get if those 
things went on happening would some time or 
other, when they least expected it, and in 
ways that they least expected it, come. home to 
them im a serious and terrible way. He wished 
to speak to Belfasi as a whole, and not to 
either one party. or the other. . They were both 
to blame, and terribly to_blame, but they must 
recollect that in a case of this kind the majority 
who have the power, are the most to blame. and 
it must always be so. Belfast is a city, and no 
mean city, ful/of self-reliant, sturdy folk who 
believe in human liberty and individual liberty 
and.who believe that a man has the right io 
think ag he may wish, to mould his life as be 
may desire, and act as his conscience tells him 
but unfortunately—and both sides are the same— 
that belief in individual liberty did not extend 
far enough. If thé men and women of Belfast 
wish to live quietly and happily in their own 
city they must be willing that other people 
should differ from them, and if they did not 
there was nothing before them except a re- 
newal of those troubles, with their sufferings 
and. with injury to the city. It is an ugly story, 
The men belonging to the larger section, no 
matter what the provocation might be—and 
they had provocat ve no right to drive 
men out of their wor and burn their houses. 
That was a shocking condition of things, and 
one about which he knew well the great mass 
of Belfast citizens were heartily ashamed, and 
about which. they were very indignant.

| DUNDALK MERCHANTS’ SERIOUS VIEW. 
| ‘The serious effect on local industries occa-

vices of the country, were discussed at a special 
meeting of the Dundalk Chamber of Commerce 
on Monday night. 

Sir Thomas Macardle, in a letter to the meet- 
ing, stated that he had to cease supplying some 
districts, and if the Motor Order was enforced 
he did not see how they could carry on. 

Mr. James M. Carroll (P. J. Carroll and Co., 
tobacco manufacturers) wrote that the closing 
down of the railways, if allowed to take place, 
would be a calamity of the first magnitude.
